POUNDMAKER DEAD, 


Gleichen, July 5—Chief Pound- 
maker died suddenly yesterday 
afternoon at the Crowfoot camp by 
the bursting of a blood vessel. 

Poundmaker was a prominent 
leader of the rebellious Indians at 
Battleford and/Cut Knife in the late 
rebellion. His History is well 
known to all readers. It will be 
remembered that he surrendered at 
Battleford, was tried and seutenced 
at Regina to along term at Ntonv 
Mountain; but owing to ill-health 
the clemency of the Executive was 
enlisted and he was accordingly 
released about three months ago. 
He returned td his tribe near Bat- 
tleford, but remained there only a 
short time, evidently finding home 
life rather monotonous after his 
period of notoriety among the 
white men. He accordingly set 
out for the Blackfoot reserve, and 
nas been a constant visitor of Crow- 
foct’s ever since,

THE TRAVIS CASE 


Calgary, July 6.—The Travis 
comission has at last closed. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Bleeker’s 
speech, which was an able effort, F.

"During the past week we have 
had a few thurider showers, but to 
late and not ‘sufficient to do the 
Though the dry 
weather has been hard on the grow- 
ing crops, it is the opinion of many 
that the gophers have done more 
harm thanthe dry weather, and 
that there would have been a fair 
yield but for the ravages of that 
destructive little animal. Mr. T. 
Wright is, however, of the opinion 
that it is not the gophers that have 
cut the wheat down but an insect 
working in the stalk near the 
ground. Whatever is doing the 
damage, it certainly 2 very serious. 
Acres upon acres of wheat have 
been cut down as if cut with a 
knife. While Mr. Wright says it 
is an insect, others say it is because 
of the excessive dry .weather that 
gophers cannot get water to drink 
and that they bite off the wheat 
stalksto suck out the juice, and 
thus cut down a large amount 
every day. Careful investigation 
should be made. and if it is the 
gophers they should be extermin- 
ated as speedily as possible. We 
yaye a receipt last week which will] 
urove effectual in disposing cf 
them. If the damage is caused by 
an insect its habits should be 
studied, so as to guard against it 
if possible.
